The steel shell from the smaller gun penetrates all torpedo boats up to 3,000 yards, and 
at acute angles up to 2,000 yards, and the 47mm. perforates all the unarmored ships now 
in service. 

For Field service the accuracy of fire and regularity of range are uasurpassed.

FORT CONCHO, TEXAS, 
May 24, 1882, 


Hace mucho calor. An observation of an opinionated 
student of Spanish. which the state of my feelings at once 
couti.med though I was half inclined t. attribute the great 
drops of perspiration falling from his brow to this laburious 
and successful effort to spesk ef Expanol, rather than the 
tempersture, which had sent the mercury up to 98 deg. In- 
deed, the Texas sun hxs been no fiction with us during the 
past two wevks, Yesterday, however, it became quite cool, 
su that a morning fire wax very desirable. 

Although s2bject to sudden changer, the climate of north- 
western [ex.s is not to be railed at, at any time. With its 
high arid atmosphere, the sultry, oppressive heat of the 
Northern summer is unknown. The evening always brings 
us the fresh, invigorating breeze of the plains as certainly 
an you get the Gulf breeze two haudred miles south of this 
place. I suppose it is the clim tte, as well as the attractions 
of the wild, free life of the plains and the advantages afford- 
ed to make money, that has induced many to come tu this 
frontier within the last two years. It is certain that some 
have migrated here whose worldly condition is sufficiently 
substantial to enable them to live where they would not suffer 
the a privations incidental to the frontier. The country, 
too, is uot without its attractions. Its beautitul streams, 
such as the Conchos, in the fork of which the port is situ- 
ated; its undulating prairies, grand from their mirages and 
their immensity, beautiful in its verdant clothi g of rich 

, dotted with the ever irrepressible mesquite ; the 
ive oak and myriads of flowers, curivu; ia its symmetrically 
constellated and conical bills or mountai»s, the blue outlines 
ef which are ever before the travellers’ eves ; herds of ante- 
lope, or perhaps a troupe of wild ponies (mustangs). grazing 
in the distance, shy and watchful, and uow cattie and sheep 
near by, and again and again recurring before the eyes in a 
thousand different herds aud flocks, Such a scene is not in- 
frequently presented to view as one passes through this part 
of ‘Texas, and it does not fail to elicit an interest in the most 
sluggish observer. 

Tue country is singularly favored as a grazing region, and 
is rapidly becoming stocked wiih cattle and sheep. I do nut 
wonder that it was the favorite home of the Comanches, 
Kiowas, and Apaches, Every want of the nomadic savage 
could be gratified here. He had the prairies alluded to to 
graze his ponies on, where they grew slick and fut upon the 
merquite and buffalo grasses; the splendid open couutrv, 80 
well adapted for the chase, and abouuding with the buffalo, 
the deer, and the antelope, and the fine streams where fish 
are plentiful. The nicely-defined watershed lines and the 
numervus prominent landmarks directed him iu marking out 
the well-chosen trails leading into Mexico and to our settle- 
ments lying east and north of him, while the Llamo Escado 
and the mountains of the west afforded bim a safe retreat 
for his family and comparative immunity from his pursuers. 

This county, Tom Greene, named after the Confederate 
general who took Sibley’s place at Val Verde when whiskey 

ot the better of the latter at that battle, is about the size of 
Gccsachasstte, and embraces within its limits as fine grazing 
lands ax can be found iu the West. The principal town of 
the county 1s a thrifty village just across the river from the 
post, which has grown up from a motley crowd of gamblers, 
“beer jerkers,” and whiskey dealers, who squatted on the 
present site a few years ago to ply their respective trades 
With soldiers, to bleed them by prosecutions under forms of 
law and by agents of the same, that were a disgrace to the 
State, and, in short, to rob them in the most convenient and 
practicable way, as opportunity offered 

Its streets still present the characteristic scenes of a fron- 
tier town, where money is plentiful and the appetite for 
pleasure and excitement runs riot.’ 

It has the evphonious name of San Angela; but to hear 
the click of monte chips, the mad festivity of the dance 
houses, and the noise aud tumult that greets one’s ears as he 
walks up Main street almost any eveuing, the thought is 
forced that uo saint ever willingly consented that her name 
should be placed before the world on a monnment of this 
kind. I think they got the name from the Mexicans, and 
doubtless thought it better to retain it than to run the 
chances of gettiug one more significant of the original char- 
acter of the town. 

Many cities have risen from smaller beginnings than San 
Angela, and, with its surrouudirgs, its appearance ought 
sometime in the near future to do honor to its pretty name. 
The Mexicans are the authors of most of the names of places 
in the southwest, and have generally excelled our bardy 
frontiersman in makiug the geography of the West, at le.st, 
its pages will seem purer aud more refined, where it is 
couched in the free, sweet-sou. ding Castiltian. We have no 

Dames as *Scabtown,” ‘ Hell Huie Puss,” Slim Jim 
Creek,” ‘*Dead Hoss Canyon,” ‘Jack Rabbet’s Run” and 
** Bill Cross’s Ranch,” which are familiar to those who have 
been in other sections of the West. The Spanish is singu- 
larly free of the vulgarisms sometimes called ‘ Yankee- 

” so popular with a part of our Western population. 
The Mexican isa Spaniard in this regard. He coins few 
words, and rarely resorts to what we call ** slang.” 

ere are many of these people living in che town and in 
the neighborhood of the post; some are known as peons, 
some as “‘greasers,” and neurly all of them as ‘poor devils.” 
They, of course, belong tothe undercrost of Mexican so- 
ciety, but there are mauy worse people in the world, and did 
Space permit. I could cite much that is creditable to them as 
& people. They are full of the puetry and sentiment of life; 
imaginative, fond of music and the dance, and are generally 
hospitable, but are rather of an inert character; are non- 
Progressive, have little enterprise, and aspire to nothing in 
Common with the American.

THE CASE OF CAPTAIN WM. C. SPENCER. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: Of the bills introduced into Congress for the 
restoration of ex-officers of the Army none seems more 
worthy of favorable consideration than that for the 
restoration and retirement of William C. Spencer, late 
Captain 17th Infantry. His gallant and meritorious 
services prior to the late war called forth a complimen- 
tary letter from Gen. Winfield Scott, who was ever 
chary of bestowing such unless fairly merited. His 
equally gallant services, performed at the second battle 
of Bull Run while in arrest for alleged disloyalty, and 
which called forth commerdations from Gen. Sykes 
and his immediate commanding officer, are part of a 
record of which any officer might be justly proud. 
The Military Committee, in recapitulating the reasons 
which have induced them to recommend the passage of 
this bill, among other things, say: ‘‘ Your committee 
are averse to restoring officers of the Army who have 
voluntarily resigned their commissions, and have so de- 
cided in several cases at this session, but, on account of 
the peculiar circumstances connected with this case, 
they consider it an exceptional one; for, after all, the 
primary cause which led to his resignation was the fact 
that this unjust charge (charge of disloyalty) was hang- 
ing over his head, and at atime of great excitement, 
when it was a very difficult matter for him to free him- 
self from the accusation.” They further say that ‘‘the 
charge of disloyalty has been shown to have been en-

RECENT DEATHS. 
BREVET MAJOR-GEN. GEORGE H. CROSMAN, U. 8. A. 


Brevet Major General George H. Crosman, U. 8. Army, 


the Florida war, the Mexican war and the War of the Rebel- 
lion, died at his residence, 2014 Delancey place, Philadelphia, 
Pa., on Sunday, May 28, 1882, aged 84 years. General Cros- 
man was born in Taunton, Mass., and was graduated from 
the Military Academy July 1, 1823, and promoted to brevet 
2d lieutenant and 2d fieutenant 6th U. 8S. Inf., the same day. 
From that time forward he served in many important and 
arduous positions, being engaged in the Black Hawk war; as 
chief quartermaster in the Florida war, being on the staff as 
assistant quartermaster from October 15, 1830, to July 7, 
1838. His promotion as Ist lieutenant of the 6th U. 8. Inf., 
dated August 30, 1828. On the 7th of July, 1838, he was 
eae captain and assistant quartermaster, holding, as 
was then the custom, his regimental rank. April 30, 1837, 
he had been promoted captain of the 6th Inf. On the 3d of 
March, 1847, he was appointed major and quartermaster. 
He was chief quartermaster in Texas during the military oo- 
cupation, 1845-'6, and in the Mexican war, being engaged at 
Palo Alto, and for his gallant and meritorious conduct there 
received the brevet of major May 8, 1846. From that time 
forward he filled several important posts in the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department ; was promoted lieutenant colonel Decem- 
ber 22, 1856. At the commencement of the war he was 
Chief Quartermaster of the Department of Utah, but soon 
his services were required nearer the fields of operations. 
From 1861 to 1864 he was in charge of the Quartermaster’s 
Department in Philadelphia, and of the great clothing and 
equipage depot at Schuylkill Arsenal. On the 26th of Feb- 
ruary, 1863, he was promoted colonel and assistant quarter- 
master general, and was brevetted brigadier and major gen- 
eral March 13, 1865, for faithful and meritorious services 
during the rebellion. He was retired from active service 
July 29, 1866, being then on duty as Chief Quartermaster, 
Department of the East, headquarters at Philadelphia. Gen- 
eral Crosman was a painstaking and efficient officer, esteemed 
and respected by all who knew him, and leaves behind him a 
blameless record of valuable and distinguished service to his 
country. The faneral took place in Philadelphia Thursday, 
June ist, with appropriate honors and ceremonies. 

Carr. Groner M. Wuirs, U.8.N., died at Somerville, 
Mass., May 26, 1882. He entered the service as a midship- 
mrn Nov. 1, 1828, and promoted to passed midshipman June 
14, 1834; commissioned a lieutenant Feb. 15, 1841. 
placed on the retired list Sept. 18, 1855. 

Tux vestry of John’s Church, Washington, met May 27th, 
and passed the following resolutions in regard to the late 
General Ramsay, U.S. A.: ‘During the long period that 
Major Gen. George Douglas Ramsay was connected with St.

Orpnance Szrczeant Wiuuiam Wiis, U. 8. A., & vet- 
eran, who entered the service in 1839, and participated in 
the Florida and Mexican wars, receiving a certificate of merit 
for distinguished service at Cerro Gordo, died at Fort Sulli- 
van, Eastport, Me., May 22d, 1882. The old gentleman had 
been in failing health for a long time previous to his death.

Sir: The health and condition of the horses should 
care taken not to 
overfatigue them by too violent exertion; punishment 
never — inflicted on a young horse, except for de- 
cided restiveness and downright vice. Even in that 
case, your object only being to oblige him to go for-

When a horse resists, before a remedy or correction 
is thought of, examine minutely all the tackle about

him. For want of this necessary precaution, the poor 
animal is often used ill without reason; and being 
forced into despair, is in a manner, obliged to act 
accordingly, be his temper and inclination ever se 


Horses are by degrees made obedieut through the 
hope of recompense, as well as the fear of punishment. 
To use these two incentives with judgment is a very 
difficult matter, aes much thought, much prac- 
tice, and not only a good head but a good temper ; mere 
force, and a want of skill and coolness,-tend to con- 
firm vice and restiveness. Resistance in horses is often 
a mark of strength and vigor and proceeds from high 
spirits ; but punishment would turn it into vice. ° 

eakness frequently drives horses into being vicieus 
when anything wherein strength is necessary, is required 
of them. Great care should be taken to distinguish 
from which of these causes the opposition arises. 

It is impossible in general to be too circumspect in 
lessons of all kinds, for horses find out mauy ways and 
means of opposing what you demand of them. Many 
will imperceptibly gain a little every day on their rider ;

same time showing them that he does not fear them,

When remount h regiment, they should be 
distributed mm ; they thus becomeac- 
customed to the sight of saddles and accoutrements, 
etc., etc., and the old horses on each side of them, 
taking no notice of all these things, inspire the young 
ones with confidence. 

The first day, they are led to the drill ground in sad- 
dies and with snaffle-bridles, and the instructor should 
inspect the saddles to see that the cruppers and girths 
are rather loose, so as not to inconvenience the horses ; 
he should then order the men to'meunt quietly, and at 
once walk them around in a large circle, and whilst so 
doing, divide them into squads of not more than six- 
teen. He should pick out all the horses that are in poor 
condition, or weak or very young, and make a squad of 
them, giving them less work than the others. 

The instructer should allow no shooting nor noise in 
the squads, and even the words of command should be 
cautiously given at first, in a quiet tone of voice, so as 
not to startle or set off the young horse.

Te custom of placing figure heads in the bows of our 
ships seems to be derived from the Greeks who fixed at the 
head of their vessels certain talismanic figures, which had 
nothing to do with the image of their deities, these being 

laced at the stern of the vessel. Many of the mythological 

‘ables of the Greeks may have taken their rise from this 
source, and by the adoption of this hypothesis some of 
these have been very ingeniously explained. Thus, the fable 
of Jupiter having carried off Europa under the form of a 
bull, may be explained by supposing that the vessel which 
bore away the young woman had a talisman at its prow, 
made under the constellation Taurus, and therefore con- 
sisted of a metal plate, on which a bull was engraved, while 
at the stern of the vessel stood the statue of Jupiter, 
worshipped by the sailors. 

Tue Boston Journal says: ‘‘A cable despatch announces 
the arrival of two United States men-of-war at Portsmouth, 
England. and incidentally remarks that one of them is leaky 
and will take a fortnight to recalk. It is supposed that 
during that period the sailors will be given leave on shore, 
in order that they may become rested from the arduous labor 
of working the pumps all the voyage, and experience the 
novel sensation of moving about without having life-pre- 
servers strapped all over them. The American sailor may 
not know much about fighting, but when it comes to show- 
ing contempt of danger, all he has to do is to cross the 
ocean in one of the men-of-war of his country, and the 
bravery of Nelson’s mariners is forever obscured.” If the 
Journal will take the trouble to run its eye down the list of 
officers in the Navy Register it will speedily conclude, if it 
has any knowledge of history, that its remark as to the 
American sailor's knowledge of fighting is not altogether a 
happy one. 

Tue Chilian Times, Valparaiso, April 22, gives a long 
account of a sham fight which tock place there March 24 
between the seven vessels composing the British 
the Pacific.

‘At this moment, one of terrible 
anxiety in case of reality, we observed that all tLe sergeants 
had taken their rifles and stood guard over the ladders and 
hatchways of the vessel. What is that for ? we asked. That, 
he replied, means that in a situation like the present anybody 
who talks of surrendering or shows any signs of cowardice, 
must die, and the respective sergeants are at their posts with 
arms in their hands ready two carry into effect the fatal decree 
without waititg for any further order to do so.”

Prof. MeQuoun, of the Minnesota, has been engaged as 
leader of the band attached to the United States traiming 
squadron at this place. He is a very good musician and 
will doubtless prove an acceptable successor of the late Prof.

A letter from one of the officers (Mr. Wright) of the U. 8. 
training ship Portsmouth, under date of Plymouth, Eng., 
May 11th, gives a few interesting facts relative to the cruise, 
a few of which areappended: ‘We remained in company 
with the Saratoga until about midnight of April 20th, when 
we were parted by a southwest gale, and took independent 
courses for Piymouth, arriving within five hours of each 
other, the Saratoga coming to anchor first. Very curivusly the 
Portsmouth was detained in the channel by a slight collision 
with a schooner, and in waiting fora pilot just five hours. 
At no time were the ships more than 100 miles apart. The 
gale that parted us blew steadily for two weeks, and being 
on our quarter, helped us to make a capital passage, but at 
the same time caused the ships to roll heavily. The decks 
were wet all the time, many of the boys were sea sick, and 
as the gun-deck was constantly covered with water they had 
no place to rest comfortably during the watch below. This 
was Overccme in a degree by leaving the hammocks slung in- 
stead of storing them in the nettings, so that the watch be- 
iow during the day could sleep and rest in their hammocks. 
This rough passage, although very uncomfort-ble, has 
done the boys more good than any amount of cruising around 
Narragansett Bay. It has given them a dose of real sea 
weather and put their heads and stomachs into ses order ; 
but best of all, it has made all of them realize the necessity 
of absolute, immediate and implicit obedience to orders. It 
is one thing to reef a topsail on a monkey yard eu the New 
Hampshire spar deck, but quite a differevt thing to do it on 
board of one of these ships in a gale of wind and rain, with the 
ship rolling through an arc of from 50 to 70 deg., as he were 
constantly doing. It is something that cannot be taught by 
any amount of instruction with models and blackboard. In 
this respect we are ahead of the English who instruct their 
boys by blackboards and models and aboard small cruising 
brigs in Plymouth or Portsmouth. These brigs, however, 
go out in the channel in pleasant weather only, and so the 

ys see no real sea weather while underway. . . . .- « 
Our stay here has so far been very pleasant. The first three 
days were occupied in making official visits and recsiving 
those in return, and also in visiting the English training 
ships, Impregnable, Lyon, and the gunnery ship C wmbridge. 
Officers of the Portsmouth and the Saratoga have been 
detailed to examine certain branches, and leaving the port 
they are to hand in written reports to Commodore Luce. 
- . « »« The Commodore and his Staff, with Commander 
Hoff, of the Portsmouth, and Commander Taylor, of the 
Saratoga, were eutertained at dinner, May 9, by Comman- 
der-in-Chief Sir William Houston Stewart, K. C. B, the port 
admiral of the Admiralty House.”

More especially did this seem possible, since the ap- 
pointed day was not fixed on the anniversary of any 
decisive battle or event. But as the seasons roll round, 
and May follows May, this tribute to the heroes of the 
war is not only continued, but has become a permanent 
vational ceremony. Surely no happier device could 
have been hit upon than that of the floral offering, nor 
could any day more fit than the 30th of May have been 
chosen for its annual observance. It comes at the 
threshold of June, the month of perfect days; yet it is 
not too late for gathering the wealth of the fresh spring 
flowers. It is happily fixed between the season of 
summer heat and that of the sudden chills which may 
be looked for in our climate up to the middle of May. 
It falls in a season which has had a dearth of holidays, 
breaking the long stretch from Easter to the Fourth of 
July. Unlike the latter holiday, it comes when exercise 
in the blithe air and the sunlight is charming and iavig- 
orating; it is divested of those noisy concomitants of 
roaring cannon and sputtering fire crackers and blaring 


tin horns which make day and night hideous; and it 
finds communities not yet scattered far and wide for 
the summer vacation. In fine, there is every reason to 
suppose that Decoration Day will become for America 
the great summer festival. 

Fortunate is it for the nation that this holiday is 
coupled with tender memories of those who died that 
the Union might live. So long as this sentiment of 
honor for noble deeds, for patriotic self-sacrifice, shall 
remain vital among the people, inspiring the wish to 
imitate these examples, there need be no fear that we 
shall become too material as a nation, or that the coun- 
try will not find worthy defenders in its hour of trial. 

Briefly reviewing the exercises of last Tuesday we 
may say that the day was more generally observed this 
year, throughout the iength and breadth of the United 
States, than in any previous year since the war. The 
weather was delightful, just warm enough to be pleas- 
ant, and as a consequence in every city where decora- 
tion ceremonies were observed the participants were 
numerous. New York excelled itself on the occasion. 
The military parade during the day was thoroughly 
successful, and in point of numbers was never before 
equalled. The presence of President Arthur and a por- 
tion of his Cabinet, and Generals Hancock, Grant, and 
others, added to the interest in the occasion. The 
militia, under General Shaler; the regular troops from 
Fort Hamilton, N. Y. H., under General H. G. Gibson, 
U. S. A., and the various civic bodies looked and did 
their best, and elicited from President Arthur, who is 
not by any means deficient in military knowledge, 
hearty encomiums. The New Hampshire and New 
Jersey troops in this parade received a full share of 
praise. The interest of the day in New York culmin- 
ated in the exercises held in the evening at the Academy 
of Music. The building was a ‘“‘ jam.” Indeed, several 
of the vice-presidents found it impossible to obtain seats 
on the stage, and wandered aimlessly and listlessly be- 
hind the scenes, like the ghosts of departed scene- 
shifters. President Arthur came on the stage arm-in- 
arm with Major-General Hancock, the latter in full 
uniform, and it is needless to say that their entry was 
the signal for prolonged applause. General Grant, 
Roscoe Conkling, Attorney-General Brewster, Secretary 
Folger, and a host vf other notables followed, and each 
received a due meed of recognition. In the proscenium 
box set apart for General Hancock and his staff were 
observed Generals W. D. Whipple, W. G. Mitchell, 
U. 8. A.; Captain J. S. Wharton, A. D. C.; Capt. 
W. C. Beach, U. 8. A., and several ladies. Colonel 
Ingersoll’s oration was all that could have been desired 
in tone and sentiment, and was listened to with rapt 
attention, and three hearty cheers were given to the 
orator at its conclusion. In Brooklyn full honors were 
paid to the beloved dead, and, indeed, at every place 
where they lie buried nothing was left undone which 
the day required.

Avviogs of May 2 from Hong Kong state that Com- 
modore Shufeldt, U. 8S. N., is in Shanghai, and that it 
is reported he is about to undertake a new expedition to 
Corea. It is further reported that the French expedi- 
tion against Ha Noi, capital of Tonquin, reached the 
point of attack about April 23 and captured the citadel 
on April 26. Few authentic particulars have been 
received. French correspondents report that Ha Noi 
was defended by 7,000 Anamese and Chinese troops, 
with strong fortifications, abundant artillery, mitrail- 
leuses, etc. The French, it is said, to the number of 
only a few hundred, carried the place after three hours’ 
bombardment, meeting with desperate hand-to-hand 
resistance in the final assault. The French losses are 
declared to have been only a few men wounded, while 
there was frightful carnage among the natives. 

From Tuscan, Corea, May 2, advices come that the 
expected arrival of Commodore Shufeldt in Corea is 
awaited with intense feeling. It is generally understood 
now that Li Hung Chang’s recent letter to the Corean 
leader counselled submission to all moderate demands 
from America. The movements of the Corean authori- 
ties betray divided opinions, some favoring and others 
strongly opposing foreign alliances. The ex-Regent’s 
letter to Li Hung Chang is circulated as an anti-foreign 
manifesto. The ex-Regent’s party wields great power, 
but the King thus far stands firm in his determination 
not to invite destruction by opposing everything foreign. 











THE proposed summer encampment at Gaithersburg, 
Md., of the 2d U.S. Artillery troops, stationed at 
Washington Barracks and at Fort McHenry, Md., to 
which we referred a few weeks ago as under considera- 
tion, is now likely to take place at an early date—about 
Juue 15 or 17—as soon as a few necessary preliminaries 
are settled. The troops will march to Gaithersburg, 











and every opportunity will be taken to make the en 
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eampment a very excellent occasion for thorough drill 
and camp practice. With such a veteran and skilled 
soldier as Gen. R. B. Ayres, U. 8. A., in command of 
the camp, all there is of good to be obtained from the 
summer transfer will without doubt be secured. 








Tue Washington correspondent of the Boston Jour- 
nai says: *‘ Among other work waiting fer the dead 
lock to be broken is a plan for the increase of our naval 
forces, which are not now equal to the protection of 
the commerce of the country. Happily the day is 
past when the richly freighted argosy could only trav- 
erse the ocean in safety when under the wing of a con- 
voy ; still, the presence of a respectable naval force in 
the great nautical highways is essential to the protec- 
tion of the American flag and the rights of American 
citizens. The commerce of this country, diminished 
as it is, encircles, penetrates into the most remote seas, 
and gathers and dis‘ributes its merchandise in every re- 
gion and clime. Besidés, the geographical position of 
the American Republic issuch that its navy must con- 
stitute its chief defence against hostile invasion. Any 
formidable blow against the United States must come 
from across the ocean, and upon the ocean be met and 
repulsed. 

‘The Secretary of the Navy, Hon. William E. 
Chandler, has been but a short time in office, but he 
has already inspired a feeling of confidence which his 
immediate predecessors have failed te create. It is felt 
that whatever appropriations Congress may make for 
the increase of the navy will be honestly and faithfully 
administered, and that the common sense of the country 
will indorse his action. Now is the time, when we are 
at peace with all the world, to place our naval forces 
upon a basie of irresistible and invincible efficiency.”

TuE report of the Special Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the State of New York, on the pro- 
jected removul of the Brooklyn Navy-yard, which was 
adopted June 1, 1882, shows very clearly that this re- 
moval would be unwise. The Navy-yard is itself a de- 
fence to New York, by reason of its proximity to the 
city. The appendix to the report contains a letter from 
Commodore Upshur, expressing the opinion that the 
present facilities of the yard could not be duplicated 
elsewhere for less than twenty millions of dollars, and 
also an elaborate letter from Lieatenant Commander 
Gorringe, strongly arguing against the transfer. Un- 
doubtedly the Committee was largely influenced by 
these naval authorities in its conclusions. 








Five months ago, in the ARMY AND Navy JourNAL 
of January 7, 1882, we stated that as early as last sum- 
mer Mr. James Gordon Bennett sent a check for $25,000 
to Mrs: De Long as an earnest of his coatinued interest 
in the welfare of her husband and his companions. We 
now see it stated that since the report was received of 
the death of Lieutenant-Commander De Long a further 
remittance has been made by Mr. Bennett to Mrs. De 
Long, the amount being $50,000 in government bonds. 
Mr. Bennett has announced hisintention of seeiug that 
those who have suffered by his expedition are provided 
for, so far as their material necessities are concerned, in- 
stead of leaving them to depend upon the possible but 
uncertain bounty of Congress. ‘‘Care,” the New York 
Herald states, “will be taken of the widow and or- 
phans of De Long, and not of them alone, but of every 
widow and every orphan of the men who sailed with 
the Jeannette and have perished.”

Tue National Arbitration League held a session this 
week at Washington, and resolved: ‘‘That the time 
has arrived when it is the paramount duty of the friends 
of peace to urge the adoption of further measures for 
the prevertion of war, and that this convention would, 
therefore, with due deference, but with great earnest- 
ness, invite the nations, through their respective Gov- 
ernments, to inaugurate measures to immediately estab- 
lish a congress of nations, to whom shall be referred all 
international questions in dispute which cannot be set- 
tled either by compromise or by special arbitration ; 
such congress to be invested with full powers as to the 
decision of any question which may come before it, and 


such decision to be final and binding on the parties in 
interest. That to carry into effect the object of the 
foregoing resolution the Governments of England and 
the United States are respectively invited by this con- 
ference to unite in extending an invitation to the Gov- 
ernments of other nations to a preliminary conference 
to be appointed by each Government, which shall pre- 
pare a definite plan for permanently organizing a con- 
gress of nations, and submit the same to the several 
Governments for their consideration and adoption.” 








Tue Paris correspondent of the London Times writing 
of the proposed system of compulsory service for the 
French army says: I recently met a friend, a man 
bearing one of the most famous names of modern 
France, who suid to me, ‘‘I was very sorry to read the 
letter in the Times of the 3d of April on compulsury 
military service in France.” ‘‘Why?” Lasked. ‘‘ Be- 
cause it was perfectly true, and one cannot but be sorry 
to read such truths.” I said that universal compulsory 
service for three years was an unhealthy concession to 
unhealthy demands, and that even those who were its 
defenders and proposers condemned and regretted it at 
heart. It is one of those catchwords which spring no- 
body knows whence, which spread nobody knows how, 
which are impervious to reason, and in the end triumph 
by the heedless clamor of some and the cowardly com- 
plaisance of others. Recent discussions have but 
strengthened my opinion, that universal compulsion and 
the three years’ system would be an intellectual and a 
national calamity; but they have not yet been adopted, 
and I am persuaded that even were they adopted, 
common sense would speedily show Frauce their 
danger, and point out the essential remedy. The watm 
supporters of the new system are to be sought among 
stump orators, notoriety hunters, the heedless echoers 
of empty phrases, and the irregulars who escape the 
burdens of society and laugh at every aggravation of 
them. There are also those who defend the system 
because it is attacked by their opponents, and fancy 
that anything denounced by the Reactionaries ought to 
be passed by the Republicans. 








Eeypt still continues in a bad way, Tewfik in a 
worse, and Halim expects to be the coming man. Eng- 
land and France seem to be masters of the situation, 
and, as usual, whatever will redound to their benefit 
must of necessity be right. They take the oyster— 
Turkey and Egypt must remain content with a shell 
apiece. 

On May 27, the Secretary of the Navy cabled Rear- 
Admiral Nicholson to send a vessel to Alexandria to 
protect American property. He received reply on the 
28th, ‘‘that two vessels were on their way to that 
port.” 

Tue rifle competitions by the Division and Depart- 
ment teams of the Army having been fixed for a month 
earlier this year, practice is being carried out at all the 
military posts having suitable ranges, with zeal and 
vigor. From all sides we hear praises of the revised 
regulations on the subject. 














Ir is gratifying to observe that the amendmerfts to 
the Army Regulations of 1881 have been less frequent 
of late, so that the student will now have a chance to 
get up to date, and maintain a respectable position in 
the classes established in some of our military depart- 
ments. 





Enpgavors have been made in some quarters to 
represent the recent emeute at Leavenworth Military 
Prison as a serious affair. We are differently informed, 
learning that it was but an expression of discon- 
tent on the part of some of the prisoners, possibly with 
some basis, but easily settled, and without any injury 
to the discipline of that model establishment. 








Tue Liverpool Mercury of March 18 has a kindly 
notice in regard to the case of the young sailor boy 
drowned at Long Branch iast March, which excited so 
much interest at the time, a copy of which has been 
sent to Capt. J. H. Merryman, of the Life Saving 
Service. The Mercury says: 
An exquisite little poem, written by an American 
authoress during the war between the Northern and 
Southern States, commemorated an incident but too 
common 1n the world, that of an unknown youth dying 
among strangers, who 
Tenderly buried the fair young dead, 
Pausing to drop on his grave » tear ; 

there being carved on the wooden slab at his head— 
Somebody’s darling lies buried here. 

Equally touching 1s a story which has just been made 
known through the New York journals, and which, by 
the way, has a local association. In a little cemetery 
near Long Branch, a point on the coast of New Jersey, 
-near the entrance to the. bay of New. York, a beautiful 
marble monument has been erected, bearing the simple 





inscription, ‘‘The Sailor Boy, Washed Ashore March 
19, 1882.” This monument was erected by Mr. James 
A. Bradley, of Asbury Park, N. J. The poor little 
fellow whose remains had been so tenderly placed in 
their last resting place was one of the crew of the bark 
W. J. Stairs, which was wrecked off Long Branch on 
March 1. Beyond this, however, there was no trace of 
his identity, and hence the inscription on the monument 
placed over his grave. ‘The circumstauces of the case 
were communicated to Capt. Miller, of the school ship 
Conway, stationed in the Mersey, to Capt. Moger, of 
the training ship Clio, Bangor, and to others, in the hope 
of discovering some clue to the boy’s friends, and these 
thoughtful missives have added another chapter to the 
touching story. Capt. Moger writes that the boy, whose 
name was Charles Dixon, was one of the first lads join- 
ing the Clio when she was opened as a training ship, in 
1877. He was ‘‘a very nice little fellow, and wag 
known as ‘‘ Poor Joe,” having neither father nor mother. 
Capt. Miller, of the Conway, who had taken a warm 
interest in the story, writes that all Englishmen will 
feel grateful to those who so kindly laid to rest the body 
of the poor and unknown sailor as well asto those 
who have taken so much trouble to discover his identity. 
The story of ‘‘ Poor Joe” will be long remembered on 
this side of the ocean, not merely on account of its 
pathetic incidents, but because of the kindly interest 
taken by Americans in the unfortunate little English lad 
— now sleeps his last sleep in the cemetery near Long 
ranch. 








NEW PUBLICATIONS. 
NEW JERSEY OONTINENTAL LINE. 


General Wm. 8. Stryker, Adjutant General of New 
Jersey, records the past glories of the mili service 
of his State in a handsome pamphlet, printed for pri- 
vate distribution, and entitled, ‘‘ New Jersey Continen- 
tal Line in the Mi na Campaign of 1781.” This force 
consisted of the Light Infantry Battalion, 13 officers 
and 145 enlisted men; the 1st regiment, 20 officers and 
256 enlisted men, and the 2d regiment, 28 officers and 
406 enlisted men. These were, General Stryker tells 
us, ‘‘composed, to a very great extent, of the officers and 
men who had taken an active part in the operations be- 
fore Quebec, had opened the battle of Brandywine, had 
suffered so severely at Germantown, had fought a good 
fight on their own fields of Monmouth, had distinguished 
themselves in Sullivan’s campaign against the Six Na- 
tions, and now, as veterans of the Continental establish- 
ment, were still ready to do battle in liberty’s cause. 
No better officers ever drew a sword blade, no truer 
men ever sighted the long barrel of a fire-lock.” 

Among them was no nobler spirit than Private Chas. 
Morgan, of Captain Jonathan Forman’s company, ist 
regiment. Anxious to obtsin information of the move- 
ments and strength of the British army, Gen. Lafayette 
persuaded Morgan, who was a very brave and efficient 
soldier, ‘‘ to desert to the British and spy into their con- 
dition. He was obliged to promise him that if he was 
detected and suffered death that his true character 
should be widely published in the New Jersey gazettes 
so that his family and friends might suffer no re: h. 
On reaching the enemy’s camp he was taken before his 
Lordship, and gave as a reason for his desertion that, 
while under General Washington he was satisfied, but 
being put under a Frenchman he did not like it, and so 
had left the service. Morgan performed military duty 
well, and created no suspicions in the minds of the Brit 
ish officers. One day he was sent for and asked by 
Cornwallis how long it would take the Marquis to cross 
the James river with his army. ‘Three hours, my 
Lord,’ he replied, ‘he has so many boats and so man 
men, and if you will calculate you will see that it 
only take three hours.’ This remark spoiled a scheme 
of Cornwallis’. Soon after this, Morgan induced five 
men to desert with him from the British army; they 
took one Hessian soldier on the outpost, and with these 
recruits he re-entered the American lines with ali the 
information Lafayette desired. The Marquis offered 
him money and promotion, but he refused them both. 
He would take no pay for work as a spy; he declared 
himself unfitted to be an officer—all he wanted was his 
gun restored tohim. This was done, and the Jersey 
ra pon stepped back again into the ranks of his old bat- 

on.

THE ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL, 

The Army Appropriation bill came up ia the Senate 
on Thursday, and a lively debate at once arose on the 
retirement clause. The text of the bill, as reported 
from the Committee on Appropriations, is given below. 
Aside from the retirement clause, which is in doubt, 
the bill will pass without material change from its pro- 
visions as reported. The discussion on the retirement 
clause was not finished when the Senate went into ex- 
ecutive session. Only three Senators had spoken up to 


that time. These were Bayard and Maxey, who op-|58 


the retirement clause, and Logan who favored it. 

. Bayard’s speech wasa brief one, but it was re- 
garded asastrong one from his standpoint. He op- 
pored the measure for several reasons, and one which 

dwelt upon with particular emphasis, was the argu- 
ment that the older officers were needed to give neces- 
sary instructions to the younger ones. Besides this, he 
believed that it was strictly in accord with the the best 
Army morale that retirement should be discretionary, 
and that a good deal should be left to the honor of the 
officers themselves. If an officer knows that he is be- 
coming too old, if he was a true soldier, he would ask 
to be retired. 

Senator Logan’s speech was a very strongone. He 
had evidently given a great deal of thought to the sub- 
ject, and it was apparent that he was upholding the re- 
tirement clause m a deep conviction of its merits. 
After explaining the operation of the clause, Logan in- 
sisted that it was based upon the experience of centuries 
of warfare. He asserted that, not only in the wars of 
this country, but also in all the wars of which history 
makes record, the great commanders were compara- 
tively young men. In the rebellion, he said, the great 

wo who were engaged in active operation on the 

eld were, he thouzht, without exception, on the under 
side of forty. 

When Senator Bayard interrupted him to call his 
attention to the case of Von Moltke, Logan asserted that 
while the great German general was one of the few mil 
itary geniuses of the world, yet he was not a commander 

the German army in the technical sense, but was 
really chief adviser, us Bismarck was the political 
adviser. Mr. Bayard did not seem satisfied with this 
statement, but Logan insisted upon it. Logan’s main

was that the esprit du corps of the Army would be 
greatly benefitted by the certainty which young 


officers would have of promotion in case this clause was 

. He dwelt upon this point with very great 
force, heving it in all its various lights. He stated 
that the of 62 had been fixed upon as the best age at 
which to fix retirement, for at that age the average ser- 
vice is forty years. It was fclly to expect that an officer 
who had reached that age could endure active service 
inthe field. Next came up the point of making excep- 
tions in favor of Sherman and Sheridan. Logan opposed 
any distinction at all. But, he said, as Congress had 
created a special office for Sherman, he thought it only 
right that he should be retired on full pay. 

Senator Don Cameron asked, with considerable ex- 
citement, why Sherman should be retired at all? and 
said that he should introduce an amendment exempting 

herman. The Senator displayed an amount of feeling 
which seemed to indicate that this was a personal matter 
with him. He took his seat, when Logan reminded 
him that at a meeting at his house the very proviso 
which Senator Cameron was now arguing against was 
agreed upon. expressed surprise that the 
Senator should now be found opposing a feature of the 
bill which he then favored. 

Senator Sherman, unquestionably speaking for his 
brother, the general, said that he did not want General 
Sherman to be quoted for or against the measure. He 
knew that the general would not only abide by, but 
approve of any decision Congress made. He did not 
want Congress, however, to feel that they must make 
any discrimination in his favor. Senator Butler sug- 
gested that exceptions in favor of Sherman, Sheridan, 
Hancock, and Howard be added to the bill, and Hawley 
suggested that Terry also be exempted. These sugges- 
tions Mr. Logan opposed very strenuously. He does 
not want to except anybody—‘ To make fish of one 
and flesh of another;” not even to discriminate iu favor 
of the soldiers who have been thanked by Congress. 
That distinction appeared to him to have been easily 
won, and he told of one officer, whose name he did not 
mention, who had left the Army while Mr. Logan was 
working about Atlanta with Sherman, had come to 
Washington, and while visiting Congress had been 
thanked by that body. 

Senator Logan, who spoke about an hour, wan fol- 
lowed by Senator Maxey, who opposed the clause with 
considerable force. “His argument was that it was ab- 
surd to fix a limit to the physical and mental capacity 
of a soldier. We had had too many examples, in his 
opiuion, of the capacity of soldiers at the age of 62 to 
make any such distinction as this clause contemplated. 
He thought this military question was one of the most 
important of any of its kind that has come before Con- 
gress, and he was in favor of having the whole clause 
stricken out of the Appropriation bill, and referred to 
the Military Committee of the Senate. As other Sena 
tors ex to take part in the discussions, it is certain 
that the debate will be a lively and interesting one. 

Tur following are the changes in the Army Appro- 
priation bill, as finally reported by the Seaate Committee 
oa Appropriations, to whom the bill which passed the 
House was referred April 6.

the Army for travel (over shortest traveled routes not to 
exceed $180,000) on duty under orders; for miscellane- 
ous expenses, to wit: Hire of one hundred and twenty- 
five contract surgeons and two hundred hospital- 
matrens; extra duty pay to enlisted men for service in 
hospitals; pay tor fifty-four paymasters’ clerks (at the 
rate of $1, each per annum) and fourteen veterinary 
surgeons ; hire of paymasters’ messengers, not to exceed 
Jifteen (ten) thousand dollars; cost of telegrams on 
official business received and sent by officers of the 
Army; compensation of citizen clerks and witnesses 
attending upon military courts and commissions ; travel 
expenses of paymasters’ clerks; and for commutation 
of quarters for officers on duty without troops at places 
where there are no public quarters, in all, twelve million 
two hundred and forty-seven thousand one hundred and 
ninety-eight dollars (thousand dollars). Provided, That 
the allowance for commutation of quarters to the Lieu- 
tenant General of the Army shall be one hundred «ol - 
lars per month; and for officers and enlisted men of the 
Signal Corps serving in the Arctic regions, the same in 
amount as though they were serving in Washington, 
District of Columbia: And provided further, That on 
and after the passage of this act (first day of December, 
1882) when an officer has served thirty-five (forty) years 
either as au officer or soldier in the regular or volunteer 
service (or both), he shall, if he make application there- 
for te the President, be retired from active service and 
placed on the retired list, and —- or after the aforesaid 
date) when an officer has Sorty years either as an 
officer or soldier in the regular or volunteer service, or is 

ee years of age, he shall be retired from active 
service and placed on the retired list; (Provided, That

the Army as provided by law may, at his own request, 
be honorably discharged from the Army, and shall 
thereupdn receive one year’s pay and allowances for each 
five years of his service, but no officer shall receive more 
than three (two) years’ pay and allowances in all. (And 
provided further, That section 3 of the act making ap- 
propriations for the support of the Army for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1880, and for other purposes 
approved June 23, 1879, providing that the examiner of 
the State claims in the office of the Secretary of War 
shall have while on such duty the pay, emoluments, and 
allowances of mounted officers one grade higher than 
that held by him in his regiment or eorps, is hereby 
repealed. ) 

Under the head of ‘‘Subsistence Department” not 
including cost of transportation are stricken out in the 
proviso allowing sales of subsistence stores at cost prices 
to companies, detachments, and hospitals. The proviso 
concerning the investigation of claims is stricken out 
from the end of this section and inserted as above. The 
appropriation fer incidentat expenses under the 
Quartermaster’s Department is changed from $911,000 
to $1,000,000, and $50,000 is added to appropriation for 
ube transportation of troops in the field. The words in 
italics are stricken from this clause. ‘‘For the payment 
for Army transportation lawfully due such land-grant 
railroads as have not received aid in Government bonds, 
to be adjusted by the proper accounting officers in ac- 
cordance with the decisions of the Supreme Court in 
cases decided under such land-grant acts, but in no case 
shall more than fifty per centum of the full amount of 
the service be paid until a final judicial decision shall 
be had in respect of each case in dispute, one hundred 
aud twenty five thousand dollars: Provided, That such 
payment shall be accepted as in full of all demands for 
said services; (that such compensation shall be com- 
puted upon the basis of the tariff rates for like trans- 
portation performed fer the public at large, and shall be 
accepted as in full for all demands for said services; 
and provided further, that any such land-grant roads as 
shall file with the Secretary of the Treasury their 
written acceptance of this provision shall hereafter be 
paid for like service as herein previded; and all ac- 
counts of such railroads for services heretofore rendered 
shall be audited and paid as herein provided, upon 
application of such roads and their acceptance of such 
sum ini full of all claims for such services, and all laws 
inconsistent herewith are repealed).” 

The appropriation for the Army Medical Mu- 
seum is reduced one-half, viz, to $5,000; 
that for purchase and manufacture of ord- 
nance stores from $125,000 to $115,000, and that 
for ‘‘horse equipments, harness for field, machine and 
mountain guns, and for cavalry torge carts from $50,- 
000 to $30,000. The following sectton is added: ‘‘For 
transporting, mounting, proving, and testing guns, in- 
cluding small arms constructed at private expense, said 
expenditure to be made in the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of War, $15,000.” 

The following 1s stricken out: ‘‘For cartridges, 
cartridge cases, bullets, powder, primers, and other 
reloading material, and tools for target and gallery 
practice, aud for target materials, including frames, 
paper tagets, cotton cloth, pasters, shot marks, stream- 
ers, signal flags, etc., $100,000.” - 

The provision concerning the powder depot is thus 
amended: ‘For grading grounds, erecting magazines, 
and other necessary buildings, and all expenses inci- 
dental thereto one hundred (fifty) thousand dollars. 
And the act entitled, ‘An act making appropriations 
for acquiring sites and the erection of suitable posts for 
the protection of the Rio Grande frontier,’ approved 
April 16th, 1880, be amended by striking out the words, 
‘on or near the Rio Grande frontier as may be deemed 
necessary for the adequate protection thereof ’ (provided 
that none of said appropriation shall be used for the 
purposes aforesaid until a valid title of said sites be 
vested in the U. S.), and inserting in lieu thereof the 
words, ‘in the State of Texas as may be deemed neces- 
sary by the Secretary of War for the adequate protec- 
tion of the Rio Grande frontier.’” (But no part of this 
appropriation shall pe expended until the provisions of 
sec. 335, R. S., have beeu fully complied with. ) ; 
The following section is added at the end of the bill: 
‘Sec. 8. That post-traders and laundry men at depots 
for recruits in the Army be, and herely are, authorized 
to furnish said recruits, on credit, with such articles a3 
may be necessary for their cleanliness and comfort, at 
total cost not to exceed $6 in value per man per month. 
That muster and pay rolls be made out, showing the 
amounts the recruits respectively owe to the traders 
and laundry men, and signed by them before leaving 
the depot. That traders and laundry men be paid on 
such rolls, the amount due from each man, to be noted 
accordingly on the muster and desrciptive rolls, in order 
that it may be withheld after he joins his company by 
the paymaster, at the first subsequent payment, and 
aid to the traders and laundry men under such rules 
and regulations as may be adopted by the War Depart- 
ment. Provided, That this provision shall apply omy 
to recruits on their enlistment, and the credit shall ouly 
be allowed on the written order of the regular recruit- 
ing officer at said station.

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THE FORTY-SEVENTH CUNGRESS. 


The House was occupied until Thursdey in set- 
tling its contested election case, and the Senate accom- 
plished but little in the way of passing bills. Both 
Houses adjourned on Decoration Day, the House meet. 
ing, however, on the evening of that day and suffering 
its usual fate in the attempt to get a quorum together in 
the evening. 

The Army appropriation bill came up in the Senate 
on Thursday. We give elsewhere en account of the de- 
bate which arose on the retirement clause, and the text 
of the bill as reported from the committee. 

The Sevate on Wednesday passed the bill S. 1584, to 
confirm the status of Commander John N.Quackenbush, 
U. 8. N., who was sentenced to ‘suspension for six 
years. By an inadvertence an officer was nomiaated 
vice Quackenbush dismissed. The Supreme Court has 
held that such a nomination involves the dismissa] of 
the officer to whose placc an appointment is made, and 
this bill is intended to confirm Commander Quacken- 
bush in the position he actually holds. Mr. Hoar said: 
‘* T will say further, though it does not affect the jus- 
tice of the case, that this man was totally reformed 
from his habit of intoxication, and the reform had been 
made, not as in some cases, while he was waiting to be 
restored, but while he was in actual service. The bill 
simply authorizes the President to reappoint him to the 
place which he has held all the time, that place being 
vacant, and to retain the pay which he has had for tne 
past six years, and to have the arrears of pay now due 
bim. 

In the Senate on Monday a message was received 
from the House, announcing that the Speaker of the 
House had signed the enrolled joint resolution (H. R. 
No. 54) to authorize Lieut. Henry R. Lemly, United 
States Army, to accept a position under the Govern- 
ment of the United States of Colombia; and it was 
thereupon signed by the President pro tempore. The 
resolution passed the Senate May 25th, while the Sen- 
ate were waiting to close the doors preparatory to 
going into executive session, Mr. Ransom introducing 
it by saying: While the doors are being closed there 
is a little joint resolution from the House upon the cal- 
endar which I wish the Senate wonld act on at once. 
It was reported unanimously from the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, and I should like to have it passed; 
which was done by unanimous cousent. 

The same day Mr. Williams said: Mr. President, 
Some two orthree months since I introduced in the 
Senate a bill which was referred tothe appropriate 
committee, to wit, the Committee on Pensions. It isa 
bill that Iam very anxious to have brought before the 
Senate, involving as it does, the rights and interests of a 
very large number of meritorious old soldiers, who are 
pressing me continually to know what is to be the fate 
of the bill. I rise this morning to inquire of the Com- 
mittee on Pensions whether there is a reasonable expec- 
tation of a report from that committee in a short time. 
I do not intend my inqury as any disrespect to the Com- 
mittee on Pensions, but I make it as an act of justice to 
my old comrades in arms. I feel that if that commit- 
tee does not make a report soon I shall be compelled to 
ask the Senate to discharge it from the further consider- 
ation of the bill in order to take the bill up and put it on 
its passage. * 

Mr. Jackson—The bill referred to by the Senator 
from Kentucky, in connection with several other bills 
of asimilar charater, has been referred by the Pension 
Committee toa sub-committee. Thesub-committee have 
the subject under examinatiou and considera‘ion, and 
will be able to report some time next week. 

The President pro tempore—That I suppose will satis- 
fy the Senator from Kentucky. 

Mr. Williams—That is satisfactory, sir; and I shall 
not make a motion to discharge the committee. 

Mr. Butler presented in the Senate, May 26, various 
letters showing the disturbed condition of Alaska, and 
asked for an early consideration of the bill providing 
for a civil government in that Territory. 

Mr. Morse presented in the House a petition of Ed- 
ward D. Very and others for the passage of the French 
Spoliation Claims bill. It was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreiga Affairs. 

The report of the Board on Heavy Ordnance was 
received in the Senate on Monday, with a statement 
that the accompanying documents referred to in it bad 
not been received at the War Department. We give 
further information about this report elsewhere. 

May 29th Mr. Greene, from the Senate Military Com- 
mittee submitted a written report on the bill (S. No. 
400) authorizing full pay to Lieut. Frederick Schwatka, 
U. 8S. A., while on leave to serve in command of the 
Franklin search expedition in the Arctic, heretofore re- 
ported by him. 

The Senate Military Committee on Wednesday re- 
ported adversely the bill to restore Charles Harrod 
Campbell to the Army with the rank of captain, and it 
was postponed ineefinitely. The petition of 1st Lieut. 
G. 8. Jennings, U. S. A., praying for such legislation 
as will give him rank and pay of colonel on the retired 
list was also adversely reported. They reported favor- 
ably the bills to provide for the disposition of Fort 
Wilkins Military Reservation and for the relief of Fitz 
John Porter. The majority and minority reports of 
the committee on this case are elsewhere given. 

The Army nominations sent to the Senate last week 
were all favorably acted upon, and will be confirmed 
by the Senate this week. 

The Naval Committee of the Senate on Wednesday 
devoted most of its attention to the nomination of Pay 
Inspector Smith to be Paymaster General of the Navy. 
There was some opposition manifested, as 1s the case 
with all nominations for important positions, and it 
would seem this one in particular, judging from the 
fight over Pay Director Watmough’s nomination. The 
nomination was laid over until the next meeting, when 
it will be taken up and reported favorably by the com- 
mittee and confirmed by the Senate. The tills, 8. 538, 
589, and 587, to carry into effect the recommendations 


of the Board of Admirals convened under the joint 
resolutions, upproved Feb. 5th, 1879, in the cases of 
Commander James H. Sands, U. 8S. N.; Lieut.-Com- 
mander Charles D. Sigsbee, U. S. N., and Commander 
Henry Glass, U. 8S. N., respectively, were reported 
favorably. A minority report will be submitted by Mr. 
Rollins in all three cases. The bill S. 1574, for relief 
of Pay Inspector James N. Carpenter, U. 8S. N., was 
adversely reported, and postponed indefinitely. 

The Senate debated on Thursday and Saturday of 
last week and again this week the Japanese Indem- 
nity Fund bill. Though the case seems so plain a one, 
Mr. Jones, of Florida, and Mr. Van Wyck, of Nebraska, 
found something to say against it. 

Mr. Morgan, who introduced and explained the bill, 
described the battle of the Wyomiug in Japanese waters 
as ‘‘ one of the most gallant tbat has adorned the annals 
of naval warfare, I will say, in the history of the 
world.” Hesaid further: ‘‘ Never has a dollar been 
more justly expended than will bethe amount of money 
in this bill in favor of these gallant seamen who fought 
that magnificent fight. Sir, the description of that is 
contained in Mr. Pruyn’s report, and is contained in 
the report of Commander McDougal, now an old man 
and ready t» go to his grave; now a poor and dis- 
tressed man looking to his country for justice; a man 
who was not permitted to engage on those coasts in 
those honorable employments and in those lucrative 
employments, as many of them turned out, which have 
made many commodores and admirals and captains 
rich in thisJand. He was off by himself on the coast 
of Japan; he was acting under the orders of a minis- 
ter of our government abroad, and not of the President 
of the United States himself. He was perhaps even 
assuming to himself great responsibilities. He sailed 
out of that port of Yokohama, and after two days 
came into sight of the batteries in the Straits of Simon- 
oseki; a single ship with not one-third the guns and not 
one-fifth part of the men that he was antagonized with. 
He found the enemy with their ships abreast and steam 
up. Inthis hard, devious, rugged, rapid channel of 
Simonoseki, with the land batteries planted on either 
side to protect them, he took the Wyoming and carried 
her between the nearest ship and the shore, thereby 
evading some of the land batteries, and as he passed to 
deliver a broadside he sank a ship. He turned gradu- 
ally and grandly too upon the keel of his vessel, came 
back between the other two and sank another one, a 


quietly moved off, fighting the land batteries as he re- 
tired, and went back with four men killed and seven 
wounded, and a ship which had been struck some fif- 
teen or twenty times, I believe. 

‘*There isa naval action that is worthy of John Paul 
Jones, or any man whose pennant ever floated at the 
masthead. It excited the admiration of Japan not only, 
but of the whole world. That old man has been left 
until this day, while Japan was willing that he should 
receive this compensation, to live out his days in pov- 
erty and recently in great distress, while we higgle in 
the Senate of the United States upon merely technical 
questions as to his right to enjoy this money with the 
consent of that government.” 

Mr. Frye, from the Senate Committee on Claims, 
to whom was referred the bill (S. No. 305) for the re- 
lief of the heirs of Richard W. Meade, reported it with 
amendments and submitted a report thereon. Mr. 
George took occasion tr atate that he and Mr. Pugh and 
Senator Cameron, the chairman of the Committee on 
Claims, dissented from the report of the majority of 
the committee in favor of the bill (8. No. 305) for the 
relief of the heirs of Richard W. Meade. 

The House Naval Committee has decided to repoit 
favorably the resolution submitted, on Thursday, by 
Mr. Finlay, instructing the Naval Committee to inquire 
into the practicability and expediency of constructing 
iron or steel ocean steamers for commercial purposes, 
upon such models as may be readily converted into 
efficient ships of war when needed for such purposes. 
They will request that the House appoint a sub-com- 
mittee to sit during the recesss of Congress to inquire 
into antl take testimony on this subject. Mr. Robeson 
says he will report Navy Appropriation bill to full 
committee next week. The Senate was not in session 
on Friday. :

Parker, O. D., was substituted. The Board report that :

‘* Ferris” system of gun construction presents no special 
advantages or improvements; Jacob Reese’s proposi- 
tion to make a cast steel gun by the Basic in contradis- 
tinction to the acid process does not meet the approval 
of the Board; W. W. Hubbell’s plan of a breech of 
fermeture is not ed as equal to the two systems 
now in uge, and without further knowledge of its metal 
it must be looked upon as cast steel. 

This Board is of the opinion that the 15-inch and 1.

The plan of a steel and wire gun designed by Mr. B.

The plan of an 18-inch brazed steel wire gun rein- 
forced with wire soldered, submitted by Dr. W. E.

They can be readily and rapidly produced in this coun- 
try, without incurring the delay of sending to foreign coun- 
tries for large masses of forged steel. ‘he great weight of 
the focegeing_ ques recommended for test is, however, ob- 
jectionable, this board would prefer such combinations 
of materials a the highest tensile strength as will 
produce, with less weig t, a gun capable of giving the high 
velocities now sought for. But while this latter class of 
guns is being developed through a series of careful and costly 
experiments, some per gun, though of less power, sus- 
ceptible of rapid production in case of need, should be de- 
termined upon, so that the country may not be left entirely 
defenceless.

To reach the solution of the problem it will be 
necessary to experiment with different gun constructions 
after this gen method, and it is with this view that the 
board recommends that the 8-inch wire gun presented by the 
Ordnance Department be constructed for trial. 

The design for a wire-wrapped B. L. steel gun, after the 
plan of Captain Schultz, French artillery, for securing a di- 
vision of strains, presented for the consideration of this 
Board a Crispin, of the Ordnance Department, having 
already m tried abroad, with more or less success, is re- 
commended for test, in common with other designs of wire 
guns heretofore recommended, with a view to determining 
the best combination of paris for this general system of gun 
construction. . 

As to the Schultz plan the Board were not unanimous, one 
member voting in the negative. 

The Board recommends that a rifled mortar be constructed 
for experiment of the caliber and dimensions proposed by 
by the Ordnance Department, with such pi ojectiles as that 
department may determine as best suited for thc purpose.

The combinations of this material, as well as those of 
wrought iron, known as the built-up system, thus far tried 
with more or less success, consist of a lining tube surrounded 
by concentric rings or cylinders of greater or less lengih 
connected together by methods varying with the ideas of the 
designers, asin the Krupp, the Woolwich, and the Armstrong 
systems, 

These different systems all agree in this, that the assem- 
blage of a shall produce compression upon the inner 
layers and extension upon the outer, so as to call forth in the 
most effective manner the resistance of the several rings 
when subjected to the strains due to the explosion of the 


ge. 

Though long since a recognized fact that the penetration 
of projectiles into iron increases far more rapidly with 
velocity of impact than with weight of shot, it 1s only 
within a few years that changes in gun construction have 
been initiated looking to a large increase of initial velocities. 
These recent changes have involved great increase in the 
length of gun and in the capacity of the powder chamber, 
by which means abvut one-third additional velocity of pro- 
—_ bas been reached, and, notably, in the 9.45 inch 

pp gun, and in the wire bound Armstrong gun recently 
constructed and tried, about one-half. 

So far as we can learn, the leading military nations of the 
world, though already provided to some extent with — of 
medium power, more or less satisfactory, are now looking 
for such combinations of metals as will produce a stronger 
gun capable of burning a very large charge of powder so as 
to attain the highest possible initial velocities with safety. 

Steel in some form seems to be regarded as the best metal 
to accomplish that end. The fact that steel wire can be 
produced with more than twice the tensile strength of steel 
forged as rings has probably induced the recent construc- 
tion for trial of wire bound guns both in England and France. 
It is understood that so far as these trials have progressed 
the results are favorable, indicating the attainment of high 
velocities. 

Now, the forging of the large masses from which the 
rings are produced by boring, that constitute the successive 
layers of the steel gun, involves a very expensive plant ; is 
a very slow and costly process, and does not result uniformly 
in the attainment of a perfectly homogeneous metal. It 
wonld therefore be economy and probably give better results 
if the outer layers of the gun could be replaced by steel in a 
shape more readily produced and possessed of greater tensile 
strength. It is in part with this view that steel wire seems 
to have been suggested for wrapping under initial strains the 
interior tube and next consecutive concentric bands of the 
tteel gun. The wire by its great tensile strength cannot fail 
to impart the requisite tangential strength to the structure. 
The only apparent difficulty of the combination is in the

Dr. W. E. Woodbridge, who seems to have been the in- 
ventor or suggestor of the wire gun, has attempted to attain 
resistance to transverse rupture other than that due to the 
friction cf the parts, by uniting them by brazing with 
ronze. 

In Sir William Armstrong’s wire gun resistance co longitu- 
dinal strains is effected by the mtroduction of lengthwise 
layers of steel wire surrounding the barrel between layers of 
of the wrapping wire, and in Schultz's gun the breech is 
bound to the trunnion ring by reund bars of steel. 

a experiments have not yet been carried to the ex- 
tent of determining the best combination of parts for this 
gun, within their limited range, they are so promising as to 
induce this Board to suggest and recommend that persistent 
trials $be made with wire guns presenting different combina- 
tions, with a view to a full and satisfactory test of the 
system. 

It is believed that a wire gun can be constructed with the 
facilities presented by the manufacturing establishments of 
our own country, whereas the gun built up of conceutric 
forged steel rings is beyond those facilities as now devel- 
oped, and can therefore only be produced with great delay 
and cost. 

Though the experience of our own country has shown that 
heavy guns possessing moderate power can made of cast- 
iron solely, we do not regard it asa reliable metal for our 
sea coast armament. We have, however, recommended for 
trial two cast iron guns, banded with steel rings and one 
wrapped with steel wire, with a view to determining their 
suitableness for supplying, in case of urgent need, a defi- 
ciency in the armament of our forts and batteries, and with 
the belief that such guns can be produced at our own manu- 
factories without much delay.

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RECENT COLLISIONS WITH NAVAL VESSELS. 


10 the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 

Siz: Within six months the Tennessee flagship of the 
North Atlantic squadron has suffered by collision 
while lying peacefully at anchor, in New York Harbor. 
Not long after this accident, we heard of the Brooklyn, 
the flagship of the South Atlantic squadron, meeting 
with a similar accident, while at anchor in the River La 
Plata. Next we hear of the Alert being run into and 
cut down iu the inland Sea of Japan. And now we 
hear that the Vandalia collided with a schooner, 50 
miles off from Cape Henry, and towed the schooner into 
Hampton Roads. The vessels of our Navy are not 
more numerous than they were a quarter of a century 
ago, before the introduction of steam, when manceuvr- 
ing vessels in roadsteads was much more difficult. Yet 
you may search the records, and will not find the col- 
lisions so numerous. Either the present signals are at 
fault or there is great carelessness somewhere, or want 
of seamanship. In none of the cases I have cited do 
the officers of the U. 8. Navy appear to have been in 
fault. a U.S. N.

My object is to call general attention to the fact that the 
time is near at hand when contributions of books, maga- 
zines, tobacco, games, stockings, mittens, etc., etc., can 
now be made by the friends of those who are now de- 
prived of all the luxuries of life, and but sparsely fur- 
nished with the necessities of existence.

Appended to the appeal was a list of names of all the 
men comprising the force—this in order that no man 
should be neglected in the distribution of whatever do- 
nations might be forwarded. 

Owing to the wide and timely circulstion thus given 
to the suggestion, it was confidently believed that re- 
Sponses commensurate with the kindly object had in 
view would be made. 

Toward the latter part of June, 1881, I called upon 
Major Appleby to ascertain results. To that gentleman 
had been forwarded all of the packages for final trans- 
mission to Lieut. Greely, then at St. Johns, Newfound- 
land. The Major was engaged at the time in boxing 
Harperand Bros. contributions, a full seriesof the Frank- 
in Library—also two large bales of natural leaf smok- 
ing tobacco, his personal contribution, I believe. He 
admitted the right of the public to know the extent to 
Which the benevolent had responded to the appeal for 
aid to these volunteers in behalf of science, and so he 
handed a key toa closet, in which all contributions re- 
Ceived were stored. I unlocked the door and looked in.

mous packages--contents of packages unknown up to 
Christmas, 1881. Perhaps you will allow me to, at this 
time, make tardy acknowledgment, in behalf of my Arc- 
tic friends, to the senders of those packages ? 

Perhaps you will also further oblige by announcing 
to your readers that on or about the 10th of June, the 
Signal Service will send te Lady Franklin Bay an aux- 
iliary force to report to Lieutenant Greely, thus afford- 
ing an opportunity to those who are charitalily inclined 
and friendly to the absent, to send souvenirs, provided 
such are sent under cover te the Signal Office, in Wash- 
ington, before June 10th? 

The coming Christmas can thus te made a day of re- 
joicing to the men at Lady Franklin Bay, and all con- 
tributions will certainly aid in dissipating the despond- 
ency natural to men shut out from civilization, com- 
mupnion and intercourse with their fellows, and sub- 
jected to the ordeal of weary months without the hght

THE APACHE OUTBREAK IN ARIZONA. 


I have received a letter from an officer of the 6th 
Cavalry, who was present with Captain Tupper in his 
fight with the Chiricahuas, in which he corrects some 
of the erroneous ideas conveyed by the despatches pub- 
lished in the Journatof May 6th. This letter says: 
‘Forsyth hada fight in ‘Stein’s Peak’ range on the 
23d, and for that he is entitled to full credit, but nothing 
he did subsequent to that day, in my opinion, contrib- 
uted in the least to the final defeat of the Indians. His 
glory and congratulatory orders should have been made 
to cease with that date. After that the Arizona troops 
alone are entitled to any credit, and if the Indians were 
driven into the hands of the Mexicans, it was done by 
them. Forsyth joined us on the 28th, after our fight, 
and whilst we were returning to Arizona. The Mexi- 
cans fought the Indians at 6 a. mM. on the 29th, thirty- 
five miles from where Forsyth was in camp with his 
own a. our troops, over which he had assumed com- 
man 


‘‘Perhaps Forsyth is not responsible for General Sheri- 
dan’s congratulatory telegram to General Pope, but 
from it one would think that it was a detachment from 
his command, under Major Tupper, that made the fight 
on the 28th. Iam told Forsyth at one time seriously 
contemplated overtaking Tupper by courier, and order- 
ing him to halt from further pursuit until he arrived. 
Had such an order come, I doubt if Tupper would have 
obeyed it under the circumstances, and if such an order 
had been carried out, no fight with Indians by either 
4th or 6th Cavalry would have occurred in my opinion. 
Our scouting operations along the border, extending 
into N. M. from January ist to date of last outbreak, 
prevented the Chiricahuas from entering San Carlos 
through Arizona. lf the same sharp watch had been 
kept in N. M., the approsch of the Indians would have 
been known long before they reached San Carlos. There 
is not a particle of doubt that they entered through N. 
M. and east of the Animas mountains (Sierra San 
Luis). On April 16th, a company of the 6th Cavalry, 
with Darr’s scouts left the northern point of the Ani- 
mas mountains, crossed the Animas valley and the 
Peloncilla mountains, and San Simon valley to the site 
of the new post in 8. E. Arizona, which they reached 
on the 17th. Had any hostile trails been there they 
would, as certain as fate, have been seen. If the 4th 
Cavalry had patrolled N. M. as effectually as the 6th 
has Arizona and part of N. M., they would certainly 
have known of the entrance of the Chiricahuas long be- 
fore they reached San Carlos.” 

I condense the following from the narrative of opera- 
tions, given in the same letter : 

On the 28d of April, Co. M, 6th Cavalry, returned to Fort 
Bowie from a 20 days scout in S. W. N. M. and S. E, Ari- 
zona, pretty well tired out and horseflesh much reduced. At 
9.30 Pp, Mm. on the 24th an order was received from Colonel 
Perry, perpen | operations in the field, directing the 
company to pr at once to Galeyville, where it was re- 

rted that there were 300 Indians, with 500 head of stock. 

y 10.30 the company was on the marck, with Capt. Raf- 
ferty, Lieut. Blake and 33 men, and Darr’s company of 
Indian scouts, numbering 25. The pack trains was left be- 
hind to catch up as best it might. On the same night Tup- 

r left San Simon at about 9.30, with Co. G, 6th Cavalry, 

ieut. Touey and Lieut. Mills’s company of scouts, in all 
numbering about the same as the Bowie command. 

All reached Galeyville at about 5 a. w.on the 25th. A very 
large trail left there leading 8. E. It was certainly the main 
trail, and broad and plain as a road. It had been made about 
5 Pp. M. on the 24th, about 12 hours before we struck it. As 
we might be seen crossing San Simon Valley, as well as to 
get something to eat, our trains not having come up yet, we 
stopped some 6 or 8 miles 8. of Galeyville, on Cove Creek, 
until 6 Pp. m., when we took the trail and followed it at trot 
and walk across the valley in a 8. E. direction. On reaching 
Peloncilla Mountains, on E. side of the valley, the trail split 
up very much, evidently in a.search for water. It was then 
2 a. M. on the 26th, and as the trail could not be followed 
longer we laid down, with nothing but overcoats and saddie 
blankets for beds. Tupper’s train came up, but Rafferty’s 
did not. This was about 26 miles from Cove Creek. At day- 
light we again took the trail and followed it across the Pelon- 
cilla Mountains, over the worst pass that could possibly be 
found, and one used by the; Indians for the first time. We 
had to walk nearly all day and lead our horses, and were not 
able to make over 20 miles. The nightof the 26th we camped 
in the foothills, about 15 miles from the Mexican boundary 
line; here we had a good sleep and rest, which we greatly 
needed, and all our trains caught up, and we had a feast. 
We left camp at 6 A. M. ou the 27th, following the trail to the 
8. E., through the eastern foothills of the Peloncillas, for 15 
miles. Near the Mexican line it turned almost due E. and 
crossed a 12-mile plain to the Animas Mountains (Sierra San 
Luis), which they crossed over the worst and highest point 
they could find, instead of at a fair, low pass some 6 or 7 
miles further north. We were then across the line, in Old 
Mexico. Had they laid for us here we could have done little

Pp. M. we left our camp, leading our horses te the foot of the 
mountains. Orders were given and obeyed for no ’ 
no talking, and no noise. Indian scouts a mile in advance 
to keep a good lookout. After the on the 
east side of the Animas Mountains the trail led due south, 
keeping on good ground. At 10 p.m. the scouts thought 
the hostiles were in camp 2 or 3 miles ahead. The cavalry 
all halted, and Guide Al. Seiber, with two or three scouts, 
crept on to reconnoitre. The 1st sergeant of Mills’s scouts 
ut very near their camp and returned and reported all he 
adseen, This was about1a.m.on the 28th, Our plan 
was arranged as follows: Mills aud Darr, with their scouts, 
were to get posted between the hostile camp and the mous- 
tains, to prevent the hostiles getting into the side of the 
mountains. This had to be done with great caution, not to 
alarm the camp; but as the Indians were making medicine, 
they kept up a noise until after 12 o'clock, and thus aided 
our pornos. Mills and Darr got their positions safely, the 
latter taking off his shoes to prevent noise in 80, 

The camp was between two foot hills that set off from the 
west side of the mountains, some 300 or 400 yards. There were 
several other rocky hills there all more or less connected. 
At 1. mu. Al. Sieber escorted the two cavalry companies in 
column of files, leading horses to their proper position on 
the plain. We cry | Lae ig along, stopping every few yards 
to listen if we were . We made a circuit of 13¢ or 2 
miles to get position, and just at break of day we saw two 
= about a mile apart, and were in doubt as to the exact 

ocation of the camp in reference to them. We wanted to 
get south of the camp, and in order to be on time, no 
matter where it should prove to be, we moved on midway 
between them. It was now about 4.30 and rapidly getting 
light, when a long line of fire 800 to 1,000 yards in front o 
us told us all was well, and that our scouts had got their 
sosition. All sprang to their horses and charged into the 
minh a the camp was on the edge of. The surprise was 
complete. 

Co. M was in the lead, Tupper and Sieber accompanying. 
We were soon within 100 yards, and found the Indians flee- 
ing to the rocks. We dismounted and advanced on foot 
firing rapidly. As soon as the Indians settled themselves 
they made it very hot for us, and we retired at a walk, bring~- 
ing all their herd that we could get hold of with us. Touey 
with Co. G was farther to the west, where he also took in a 
lot of their mules. In this basin Goldrick was killed and 
Miller badly wounded—both of Co. M. It was impossible to 
stay where we then were, but before leaving we gave them a 
good pelting. After reforming our okiruaiahs line 600 or 700 
yards back, it was not so exciting, and we took it more 
quietly. It was evident the Indians could not pet out or get 
away, and it was equally evident that we could not get them 
out. One or two had run through a perfect shower of 
bullets and escaped, perhaps with a view of gaining informa- 
tion or receiving assistance. 

About 10 a. m. the officers all agreed that we could 
accomplish nothing more of any value, and would onl 
reduce our ammunition too much by further firing. We 
were 15 wiles below the line in Mexico and knew we could 
not go much further in that direction, so we withdrew. 
Touey went back for a part of two boxes of ammunition 
that had been inadvertently left on skirmish line, and not a 
shot was fired at him, so it was pretty evident that they were 
willing tu suspend operations, 

We might easily have held them there all night, but we 
had not the least idea that there were any troops within 75 
milea of us, and alone we had done ali we were able. We 
had captured 75 head of stolen stock and killed at least 12 
Indians, and left 15 dead Indian horses on the field. 

Co. G had 27 men and Co. M 28 men in the fight, and 
Darr and Mills had 49 scouts. Sieber was invaluable, and 
Blake enjoyed the whole fracas hugely, and is alveady fong- 
ing for future wars. Drs. Bruns and Carroll were in the 
thickest of it. The men all did splendidly; 4 or 5 went 
back voluntarily after skirmish line was wil wo, 
extra horses, to bring back men who had been left 
My estimate of 12 killed is not too high by any means; I 
give the lowest. The Mexicans say they killed 78. 
They may have done so. I counted over 30 on their battle- 
field, and did not go over the whole ground. I do not know - 
how many escaped them, but probably quite a num- 
ber, as they had no cavalry and the mountains were 
only a mile distant. Geronimo and his band was 
with Loco in our fight. The Mexicans fought the same 
party on the 29th that we fought on the 28th, and about 35 
miles south of our fight. ‘The Mexicans saw their dust 
at a long distance at daylight on the 29th, knew they must 
be Indians and laid for them in the tall grass and brush 
lining a sandy creek—the first water hostiles had had. The 
hostiles killed were at least half bucks, those that escaped 
were mostly Chiricahuas. We found 20 saddles at the scene 
of our fight. The Mexicans lost 23 killed and about 30 
wounded, 3 or 4 mortally. I saw 26 squaws and children 
prisoners with the Mexicans—I believe 27 is the official num- 
ber—Loco’s daughter among them. She said she had lost 
father, mother, brother and uncle. One of our says 
he recognized Loco’s dead body. To return to scene of 
ou: fight. About 11:30 a. m., on the 28th, we marched back 
about 8 miles from the battle-field, and camped in a ravine 
on the east side of the Animas mountains, tired and 
having eaten nothing for over 20 hours. After dinner, and 
when we were enjoying a quiet pipe, our Indian lookouta 
reported a column they thought to be cavalry, comiug over 
our old trail about 6 miles away. At about dark Forsyth 
with 6 companies, 4th Cavalry, 2 companies Indian scouts, 
and Gordon's company, 6th Cavalry, made their appearance. 
I think they were disappointed not to have been up in time 
for our fight, and were surprised to learn that we over- 
taken the hostiles ; however, they proceeded to gobble our 
command, tired and played out as it was, when mony yon 
enough troops uf their own to thrash all the Indians in the 
country. At 6 next a. m., with our companies at the head of 
their column—over a mile long—we marched to the scene of 
our fight of the 28th, and continued on trail until 6:30 P. m., 
when we camped within a couple of miles from the scene of 
the Mexican fight. Next a. m., at 5:30, we were again in 
motion, but soon heard a bugle sound a parley, or someting 
else; Col. Garcia then rode up with 2 or 3 of his officers, 
Gen. Forsyth had a conference with him through an inter- 

reter. I was not near enough to hear what passed, but I 
lieve Col. Garcia said our troops must go back ; that the 
hostiles were nearly all killed and the remainder ed, 
and could not reunite in that country. He invited Forsyth 
and his officers to ride over the field, which we did. 

Garcia had 273 men, I believe. ‘They were in and 
had their arms very nicely stacked, and in parties of 8 or 4 
were cooking their breakfast.

THE CASE OF FITZ JOHN PORTER. 

In the Senate May 31 a favorable report- was made by 
Mr. Sewell from the Committee on Military Affairs on 
the Senate hill for the relief of Fitz John Porter. 

The report is not signed, but thus far its minority re- 
port presented by Senator Logan has the concurrence of 
no other member. Senators Cameron, Hawley and 
Harrison were absent. The majority of the committee 
in their cite these facts: 

“That Fitz John Porter, then a major-general of 
volunteers in the Army, was tried by court-martial con- 
vened at Washington and sentenced to be cashiered 
and to be forever disqualified from holding any office 
of trust or prefit under the U. 8.,” which sentence was 
carried into effect January 27, 1868. That General 
Porter has made frequent applications for a reheari 
upon the ground that the findings and sentence of said 
court-martial were contrary to the evidence and of new 
evidence not accessible at the time of the tral, which 
completely disproves the charges and specifications 
upon which said findings and sentence were based; 
that President Hayes appointed a military board, con- 
sisting of Major-Gen. Schofield, Brig.-Gen. Terry and 
Col. Getty, to review the record of said court, and to 
examine any new evidence which might be offered, 
and to report to the President what action justice re- 
quired of him in the case. 

The proceedings of the Board are fully set forth in 
tle memorial of General Porter addressed to Congress, 
which is made a of their report. 

The action of President Arthur in remitting the un- 
expired portion of the sentence of General Porter, 
based upon a review of the findings of the Board, re- 
lieves the present application of General Porter for res- 
toration to the Army from the objection that Congress 
would be revising the sentence of the court-martial. 
Such is not now the case; so wuch of the sentence 
as the President had the power to act upon having 
been by him remitted, it now remains for Congress to 
— that act of justice which the report of the

: ** Having thus given the reasons for our con- 
. we have the honor to report, in accordance with 
the President’s order, that in our opinion justice requires 
at his hands such action as may be necessary to anoul 
ad set aside the findings and the sentence of the court- 
martial in the case of Major-Gen. Fitz John Porter, 
and to restore him to the positions of which that sen- 
tence deprived him, such restoration to take effect from 
the date of his dismissal from service.” The committee 
are of the opinion that the report of said Board exhaust 
the subject, and that Fitz John'Porter should be, as 
recommended by said Board, restored to the service, 
and report the bill for that purpose favorably with the 
following amendment: Provided, that the said Fitz 
John Porter shall receive no pay, compensation or al- 
lowances whatsoever prior to his appointment under 
this act. 
REPORT OF THE MINORITY OF THE SENATE OOMMITTEE.

case : 

The undersigned beg leave to dissent from the report 
of the majority of the Military Committee of the 
Senate in the case now before Congress of the United 
States. The nature of the bill authorizing the Presi- 
dent of the United States to nominate to the Senate 
Fitz John Porter to a colonel’s position in the Army 
which he held ps to being casbiered and dismissed 
from the Army of the United States, on the 10th day 
of January, A. D., 1863. 

(The orders concerning the said Court-martial, their 
fi , sentence, and the approval of the same are 
here cited), and the minority proceeds as follows : 

This General Court martial, according to the decisions 
of the highest court of record in the United States, was 
as valid a judicial tribunal for the trial of causes 
withio its 3 as apy court in the land. 

The case of Fitz John Porter was within the jurisdic- 
tion of this court. He appeared and was satisfied with 
the composition of the Court-martial, and deelared that 
he had ne objection to any member of the court. Nine 

officers sat in that trial under the obligations of 
a special oath, prescribed by statute, among other 
things to ‘‘well and truly try and determine according 
to evidence, and to a‘iminister justice.” Men of higher 
eharacter never before composed « court for trial of any 
man charged with an offence against the laws of his 
country, or the Rules and Articles of War. Their 
position and nsibility was largely different from 
that of a board of gentlemen assembled to hear ez parte

THE NEW YORK PARADE ON DECORATION DAY. 


DevoraTion day weather which twelye months ago was in 
decidedly bad repute, even so as to frighten our neighbors in 
the city of churches into a complete omission of parade, was 
evidently bent on redeeming this year its lost character. 
more favorable day could not be desired ; the rays of the sun 
which shone brightly and unobstructed by clouds, were 
gently tempered by a delicious breeze ; the turf and foliage 
in the parks looked their greenest and freshest. The result 
was as large an assemblage of spectators as has ever been 
witnessed in New York on a similar occasion. Year after 

ear Decoration day is more and more assuming in New 

ork and elsewhere the character of a holiday. Business 
places, except those where the wants of the inner man re- 
ceive attention, were closed, the city presented a handsome 
appearance in its profuse adornment with flags and streamers 
at half mast, while monuments and statues in the parks 
were generally appropriately decorated. Large crowds were 
seen surging their way at an early hour towards favorable 
spots from which ‘to view the parade, soldiers and veterans 
in all variety of uniform, more or less tasteful and practica- 
ble, were met everywhere on their way to their armories and 
rendezvous. The various organizations were duly formed and 
soon seen marching towards the place of assembly, which 
stretched on Fifth avenue from 34th to 51st streets. — , 

Atabout 8 A. m. ceremonies began at the foot of Lincoln’s 
statue, in Union Square. Here was erected a platform, on 
which were posted a number of distinguished public men, 
General (#rant included: Addresses were delivered by Gen. 
Cochrane and Rev. Dr. Newman. General Grant, when 
called upon for some remarks, replied in his usual brief man- 
ner, excusing himself because of a cold. ; : 

The crowd was the densest at the reviewing stand; which 
had been erected at the Worth Monument on n 
square. This privileged position was packed almost be- 
yond its utmost capacity, and it is a question whether the 
favored (?) ones who occupied it were more comfortable 
than the ordinary mortals in the street who had to push 
their way as best they could fora suitable spot to see the 
turnout. It may be assumed that the stand was about the 
only spot where the sun’s rays were uncomfortably felt, e8- 

ally when, by the not-to-be-questioned command of Capt. 
Willams, of the police, all paracols, sunshades, umbrellas 
on the stand had to come down, by a simultaneous move- 
ment, which completely revealed the panorama of the surg- 
ing crowd occupying the square and adjoining streets. Here 
was drawn up the handsome-looking body guard of the 
President, 2 sergeants, 2 corporals, and 20 privates from the 
7ist Regiment, under command of Capt. Cowan, assisted by 
Lt. Leo. It is a pity that the lieutenant did not maneuvre his 
men as well as he managed the stand. The way in which he 
deployed, assembled, dressed, formed them in double ranks, 
etc., was anything but military and tactical. 

The President was escorted to the reviewing stand by the 
Old Guard, under command of Major G. W. McLean. They 
wore bearskin hats, and carried their muskets according to 
several now obsolete scries of U. 8. Tactics. After the 
President had taken hie position, the Old Guard was drawn 
upon the opposite side of Fifth avenue, facing the grand 
stand. In the Presidential party were the following gentle- 
men: General Grant, Secretary Folger, ex-Senater Roscoe 
Conkling, Mr. Arthur _ President's son), Col. Fred Grant, 
Attorney-General B. H. Brewster, Lieut. Danenhower (of 
the Jeannetle expedition), Gen. Barnum, Gen. McQuade, 
Gen, Aspinwall, Gen. Kufus Ingalls, Mayor Grace, and 
others. 

Mr. Arthur was also accompanied by an escort on behalf 
of the Grand Army of the Republic as follows : Messrs. G. J. 
Wenck, of Rice Post, No. 29; J. 8. Pnillips, of Cameron 
Post, No. 79; Henry O’Brien, of Rawlings Post, No. 80; 
Samuel Smith, of Stevens Post, No. 255; and William B. 
Oakden, of Rice Post, No. 29. ; 

Lieut. Danenhower received the lion’s share of the cheers 
given to the party, and there was a rush to get a glimpse at 
him when bis presence became known. 

Meanwhile the hour of parade had arrived, and an array 
of glistening helmets and bright bayonets and line of flags 
and banners became visible on Fifth avenue. The First Divi- 
sion of the National Guard of New York, commanded by 
Major-General Shaler, on a handsome black horse, fol- 
lowed by his full staff in all their splendor, hoaded the pro- 
cession. Instead of the straight, erect figure of : Col. Clark, 
of the Seventh, which, previous to the resignation of Gen. 
Varian, when the Second was the senior brigade and had the 
head of the line, was wont to be seen at the head of his regi- 
ment on the right of the division, it was now the form of 
Col, Porter, of the 22d, in hie handsome white uniform and 
black helmet, which appeared at the head of the organiza- 
tions of the 1st Brigade, under command of Gen. Ward. 
The 22d had with it its veteran corps, was headed by its 
magnificent band under Gilmore, marched with its usual 
precision, with company fronts of 20 files, and received gen- 
erous applause. 4 

Next came the 11th, under Col. Unbekant, not as brilliant 
= dashing looking as the 22d, but doing its best and 
well. 

The 9th, which followed, with sixteen files company front 
and its veteran corps, was on its mettle, and looked and 
marched remarkably well. Of this Col. Seward, who rode at 
its a for the first time since his election, may be justly 
proud. 

The 12th, under Col. Cruger, with twelve files front, 
marched steadily and straight, followed by its guests, the 3d 
New Hampshire, under Col. J. N. Patterson, with sixteen 
files company front, and somewhat irregularly arranged rear 
ranks. Battery A and the Gatling Battery, under Capt. 
Earle, in excellent array, wound up the Ist Brigade. — 

Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, for the first time out with his com- 
mand, headed the 2d Brigade. A: 

The appearance of the 7th, under Col. Clark, with its 
white summer helmets, its fine twelve fall companies of 
twenty files, the excellent alignments and bearing of the 
men, was atreat. It would be hard to find a finer looking 
organization anywhere.

The 69th, Col. Cavanagh, with twenty files front, march- 
ing handsomely, followed.

Each organ- 
ization had a band, and an uninterrupted clang of war 
tunes greeted the spectators, while. the almost endless 
column for nearly two hours passed with steady tramp past 
the stand, down Broadway, around Union Square, and again 
further down Broadway to Canal street, where the proces- 
sion was dismissed. 

The headquarter colors of Capt. Ed. Brown, Grand Mar- 
shal of the Grand Army of the Republic, were the identical 
ones carried by Capt. Brown at Gettysburg, in the battles at 
the Roundtop. 

Conspicuous and deserving of special comment for their 
handsome and soldierly appearance, were the Paterson 
Light Guard, of New Jersey, who well sustained the high 
reputation won by them at Yorktown in October last.

FIELD DAY OF THE FIRST CONNECTICUT. 


The ist Regiment's field dayon May 24 was a pleasing 
variation from the usual spring drills and parades of the 
Connecticut National Guard, and Col. Barbour had decided 
upon the innovation early in the spring and prepared a 
programme for a ‘‘ march out” into the country and instruc- 
tion in attacking and defending occupied positions, skirmish- 
ing, flank movements, etc. A map of the country in the vi- 
cinity of Cedar Mountain, in Newington, a suburb of Hart- 
ford, was drawn by acivil engineer, and the plan of the 
day’s campaign fully set forth in orders to the company 
commanders, with a map showing the positions to be taken 
by the troops of both sides. 

The object was to afford practice in marching as in actual 
service, a contest at fixed points, but so selected as to call 
on each officer, and also each man, for the exercise of per- 
sonal skill and judgment in military service. 

The idea was to destroy certain works at New Britain. 
Cos. A, B, F, H, and K, Gatling gun battery, wagon train, 
ete. (about 270 in all), march from Hartford toward New 
Britain, which is 10 miles southwest. Route is taken along 
Newington Road (the bridge over Park River on New Britain 
avenue having been destroved), and at about four miles south 
of Hartford meet the advance guard of an opposing force. 

Intelligence has reached New Britain of an intended attack, 
and reconnoitering parties, Cos. D, OC, and E (about 160 in 
all), are sent out to intercept the Hartford forces, and leav- 
ing Cos. D and G at the cross roads, near the five-mile post, 
on the Newington Road, east, and the major in command, 
advance along the road under Cedar Mountain; the idea. 
being to combine on whichever road the enemy are marching 
and fighting in strict accordance with the rules and require- 
ments of modern tactics, recognizing the skirmish as the 
fighting line, and working to illustrate and impress this upon 

6 men. 

The Hartford battalion, Companies A, B, F, H and K, 
with the Gatling Battery, were the attacking lius, and Com- 
panies E and D (New Britain) and G@ (Manchester) the de- 
fending line. The Hartford battalion left their arm- 
ory in Hartford, at 8 o'clock a.m., in light march- 
ing order, with one day's ration, and marched to 
the field, with Company A as the advance guard, 
under cover of the batcery. The route step was taken after 
passing the city limits. At 9.38 the advance guard received 
the first shot from the skirmish line of Company E, the op- 
posing forces having come up from Newington Junction, 
where they concentrated as early as 8.30 o’clock. 

Three signal stations were established, one on the dome of 
the Capitol at Hartford, one on a cliff of Cedar Mountain, 
and a third at the five-mile stone at Newington. Company 
A immediately deployed as skirmishers, and opened fire on 
Company E's line, as did the battery, which took up a com- 
man ing position on a knoll just to the west of the main 
road to Newington. The firing was brisk, and immediately 
Companies D and G were signalled by Major Goodrich, who 
was in command of the defence, to come up to the support of 
Company E. Ool. Barbour, under the protection of the 
battery and the skirmish line of Company A, moved the 
Hartford column from the road, and, under the cover of a 
clump of woods 300 yards west of the road, the reserve and 
supports were designated, and the —— deployed at 
once and reinforced the skirmish line, mpanies F and H 
were sent forward as skirmishers, while the first platoon of 
Company B (Hartford) moved rapidly to the west through 
tangled brush and underwood, following the course ‘of a 
email brook, taking a — in a defile about 600 miles 
west of the main road, from which position they could turn 
the enemy’s left flank. The skirmish line of Company F was 
deployed so as the right rested near Company B’s position, 
and that of Company H was extended to meet that of Com- 
pany A’s. The defending lines were then driven from their 
first position, which retreated behind a stone wall and back 
upon the edge of the wonds, 

The Gatling battery then by a gallop changed positions 
and poured an enfilading fire on the right of Company E’s 
line of ekirmisbers, causing it to fall back to a new position. 
The left of the line was flanked by Company B, which de- 
livered three volleys in quick succession, followed by a 
charge, which turned the left of the defending line (Co. D.) 
and started inonaruc. The skirmishers of Companies A, 
F and H advanced, firing into the disorganized enemy in a 
lively manner. 

At this time Sunes K, which had been in tee ripen es 
attacking , was ordered to proceed to a 
construct pondge across the river, and proceed to the south 
about one-half mile along the west branch of the river, to

river on a large fallen tree, and deployed under the shelter 
of a steep bank back of the enemy’s tion. Upon com- 
pany K's advauce a thin line of the New Britain skirmis 
ers, who occupied the left of the enemy’s position, fell back 
without firing. 

The New Britain battalion (which was left in the report at 
third position) finding the opposing force too strong for 
them to successfully resist, had in the meantime withdrawn 
from their position and retreated along the road toward New 
Britain for half mile. 

This substantially completed the-battle, and the ferces 
the Hartford battalion were withdrawn from the skirmish 
line by companies assembied in company formation and were 
marched to the scene of the noon bivouac just south of the 


road. 

The forces engaged numbered 440 officers and men. The 
Hartford battalion with Gatling battery, the party 
numbered 275. Major Goodrich commanding the defending 
lines, had on his staff, for ‘orming duty, Lieut. Granger 
Adams, of the 5th U. 8. Artillery, who is on leave of absence 
visiting friends iu Connecticut, The whole affair proved a 
success, and was greatly enjoyed by rank and file. 

After the me cr the regiment bivouacked for dinner, 
and at 2 o'clock took up the march for Newiugton Junction, 
where cars were taken for New Britain, where ashort parade 
was held, followed by a collation, which the citizens had pre- 
pared. At 5 o'clock the Hartford and Manchester companies 
were transported home and the day's duties were closed 
with a short parade of the Hartford companies through the 
streets of Hartford, where the returning heroes were warmly 
eee ;

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THE TURKISH ARMY. 


Tue London Army and Navy Gazette gives this ac- 
count of the reorganization of the Turkish army: 


The despatch of German officers to Constantinople 


has already led vo numerous questions being asked, in 


a friendly way, regarding the purpuse the Berlin Cabi- 
net has in view in permitting many of its best officers 
to take service in the Turkish army. Various explana- 
tions have been given as to the origin and cause of 


this, the latest phenomenon or phase of the Eastern 
question.

machinery the German officers have nothing to do, be- 
yond sweeping it away, to make room for a general 
staff, worked on the Prussian system, and to Prussian 
regulations and military administration. The first duty 
of the German staff will be to inculcate into the Turk 
a desire to improve bis knowledge of the profession of 
a soldier, no very difficult task, where the religion of 
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the country is a warrior’s creed. ‘The emulation al- 
ready existing among all classes of Mahommedans on 
this subject is greater than most people believe, and 
this part of the work of the German officers will be 
comparatively light. Many Turkish officers are al- 
ready well acquainted with the German language, and 
it is hoped that before many months have expired suf- 
ficient knowledge of this language will bave been 
gained bythe whole army to enable all grades to 
thoroughly understand their German instructors. 

To win the confidence of the officers and men of the 
Turkish army is the first step towards the success of 
present German reorganization scheme; and, with this 
view, the reorganizers have been directed to draw up 
new rules and regulations, assuring the position of the 
ofticers, improving that of the men, and providing for 
the payment of arrears ani regular pay days in the 
future. The new law of military advancement, pay, and 
pension will be based on the German code. It will 
come into operation at once. The Armenian and 
Greek civil servants of the Porte will be dismiesed and 
replaced by retired soldiers. A reduction of the stand- 
ing army will be necessary to enable the pay of all arms 
to be punctually and regularly made out of the funds 
set aside by the Porte for this purpose, under its agree- 
ment with the Germau Government. The project of 
General von Drigalski to create a strong and well dis- 
ciplined gendarmerie corps has been approved. The 
German officers will necessarily begin their reforms 
with the Seraskierates or the War Ministry, and a sepa- 
rate general staff.on the Prussian model is now being 
formed, it being generally recognized that the perfect- 
ness of the German military organization is entirely due 
to its general staff. This will lubricate the Ottoman 
war machine, which will at once start working with 
less friction than heretofore. 

The late war demonstrated that Turkey has a far 
greater command of men than was ever expected, and 
the German officers hope to be able to reconcile all con- 
flicting interests and sects by placing the Mussulman 
population in the fighting and the Christian in the non- 
executive ranks of the army. The Christians will be 
utilized as mechanics, and will feed the railway staff, 
the ambulance, engineer, and transport corps. The 
question as to the supply of horses is rather more difii- 
cult to solve. Notwithstanding that Turkey was once 
famous for its good breed of horses, at the present mo- 
ment few are to be obtained. The breed has greatly 
deteriorated, and new blood will have to be introduced. 
New studs will have to be fornied, and until a supply 
of horses is forthcoming little can be done with the 
cavalry. 

The political aspect of the work undertaken by Ger- 
many, as explained by the German press, should not be 
overlooked. The reorganization of the Turkish army 
has been undertaken on no philanthropic grounds, but 
to raise between the Teuton and the Slav races a 
barrier which, while effectually closing the road west 
to the latter, will open a new highway to the eastward 
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to the former. It is, therefore, of the utmost import- 
ance to this coun‘ry that the alliance at present existing 
between Germany, Austria, and ‘should not only 
be maintained, but should be strengthened, by bein 
made to include England, thus forming a quadruple 
alliance which could assure the peace of the world. 


Tue establishment of the Aldershot Military Veterinary

At night, when the sources of disturbance 
ure absent or less noticeable, the ear is applied to the 
telephone, and the observer is thus enabled to detect 
the trickling or gurgling of water below. The micro- 
phone plays the part of the sensitive ear of the savage, 
who is often able to detect underground watercourses in 
the same way. The idea appears to be susceptible of 
useful application to sundry military purposes.

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Iw a recent speech in Parliament the Secretary of the 
Admiralty said ; 

Up to 1847 Eogineers in the British navy ranked with 
the Loatswain and the carpenter. But the inconveni- 
ence and impropriety of having no commissioned offi- 
cers acquainted with the working of the motive power 
of the navy became so evident that the Admiralty went 
too fac in the othe: direction—turned all their engineers 
into commissioned officers, and, by the year 1863, had 
no less than 1.414 commissioned naval engineers—that 
is to say, about as many as our present establishment of 
captains, commanders and lieutenants together. And 
this great multitude of officers were employed on the 
most multifarious and ill-assorted duties ; because, to 
speak plainly, there was not officers’ work for half the 
number. There were actually three engineer officers on 
board a small gunboat, with engines of 400 or 500 horse 
power, which certainly did not want more than one 
man of the rank education of an officer. The 
Admiralty, seeing their mistake, from that time for- 
ward to correct it, and introduced a class of 
naval mechanics for the practical work of the engines 
—the class of sngine-room artificers. The growth of

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this new class, and the diminution of the commissioned 
engineer officers, went on with rapid steps. In 1868 
there were 1,247 engineers and 90 engine room artificers; 
in 1874, 950 enzineers and 282 artificers; in 1877, 845 
engineers and 498 artificers; and in 1880 there were 
775 engineers actually borne, and 643 artificers. Ina 
this change of system the Admiralty were guided b 
the principle that the navy required one class to wor 
the engines and another to do the duties of scientific su- 
pervision and be responsible for the military discipline 
of the ne room. 

e the Channel Tunnel, if carried out, safe 
against invasion, Dr. Siemens recently proposed to

have sufficient confidence in my friend's ability to wager 
that in six hours he would be able to devise a means of 
sending troops safely through it The problem of supply- 
ing fresh air to persons surrounded by an irrespirable 
atmosphere has heen already solved by Mr. Fleuss and 
others.” Dr. Siemens has since written to the effect 
that few people can hold their breath for 90 seconds, 60 
seconds being the most coral divers can endure. He 
also says that 1000-horse power for ventilating would 
not prevent the action of his carbonic acid. ;
